Notwirnsranpine the lateness of the season, a naw Comic Inter- 
lude was produced, last night, at this Theatre with the title of Man- 
agement, or, the Prompter Puzzled. It is a translation, or, perbaps, 
it may be called an adaption, from the farce Le Benificiare, frequently 
played at the French Theatre, in which Perlet was celebrated in the 
principal character; The Plot is at least clear, and unembarrassed 
in its English dress.—Earwig, (Mr. W. Farren) is the Prompter of @ 
Theatre Royal, and is about to take his Benefit ; he has a daughter 
Emma, (Miss M. Glover) who is to be married to a lover, (Mr. Brin# 
dal) bat all parties, with due regard to prudence, agree that money 
is absolutely necessary, and the result of the Benefit ig to determine 
the time of marriage ; when the important day arrives, the prompter i¢ 
doomed to receive letters from the leading perfermers, eontainiag the 
agreeable intelligence that they cannot act for his Benefit. 

The moving cause of, the refusals is Mademoiselle Santerelle, (Mrs: 
T. Hill,) who has taken ‘offence at being refused some tickets, The 
unfortunate prompter has to wait upon the reensants, and to flatter 
them to his purpose. Mr. Optimus Highstilt is‘first waited upon, and 
is moved to resume his part by the flattery of the prompter, and by the’ 
insinuation that his refusal to act has heen maliciously attributed to a 
conscious inability of performing it: ‘Mr. Warbleton, at emineat vo: 
calist, is won te perform his promise of singing, by being informed 
that a rival will supply his place. ‘The chief malcontent ia the dancer, 
but the lucky prompter is supplied by aceident with the means of bend- 
ing her to bis purpose, She gives lessons in'dancing to the Chevalier 
Tourmonde, (Mr. .W. West,) and flatters him with the ‘belief that'he 
has made a tolerably durable impression on ber beart—she bas, how; 
ever, another admirer, (Mr. Frank Rakely,) and the rivals, ealling 
upon her, one.after the other, each is concealed in a eloset, with a di- 
rection not to make an appearance till the lady claps her hand asa 
signal. 

The prompter, in his endeavours to flatter her into a dance for bis 
benefit, works himself into a feigned ‘raptite at ‘the applause which 
her anticipated dancing would. receive, and clapping his hands id His 
extasy, calls forth the-rivals‘at the same time from their hiding places, 
He then, to cover the lady’s retreat, persuades the Englishman that

the Frenchman, is merély a Paris Manager, come over to engage the 
celebrated dancer, and reverses the trick upon his rival. As a reward 
for his stratagem, the lady promises to dance at his benefit ; all diffi- 
culties now seem to be removed, and the happy prompter appears 
from the trap-door of the stage to prompt the performers on his be- 
nefit-night. In his search after-novelty; however, he has not announced 
in his bills the performance of. the evening; and has, moreover, for- 
gotten to tell it to thé performers who were to be engaged. This 
causes their absence, and also an apology to the audience, and the 
substitution of Returned Killed.’.. We have little room for remarks 
upon the piece; or its performance. Mr. G. Stansbury, as the vocalist, 
sang a mock bravura with some comic power, and much applause.— 
From the hacknied and obvious nature of the plot, it required the 
most spirited acting to preserve-it from being tedious, and we cannot 
say that it was not somewhat’ so. Mr. W. Farren,.as Harwig, the 
Prompter, was the support of the piece. Many worse, and many 
better, pieces have been produced at this Theatre.—It was given out 
for repetition amidst applause, mixed with:some disapprobation. 


The Adelphi Theatre opened last evening—We have oftly spate to- 
day to say, that every part of the house overflowed—so much so, that 
Mathews and Yates were Joudly called on to return the money to those 
who could.net procure seats.
